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Twelve volumes and Western civilization like all others before 

it has passed its zenith and history is cyclical in nature and 

the Renaissance was the zenith and decline is inevitable. Twelve 
volumes and Western civilization and the song of the earth and 
Toynbee's A Study of History like all histories and like all works 
of art is a study. Twelve volumes and what was the creative axis 
Toynbee utilized and it must have been North-South because all 
histories are studies and because all histories are songs of the 
earth. History and axes of creation and what is the difference 
between formed repetition and formless repetition and what is the 
relationship of creative axes to formed and formless repetition. 
Natural and un-natural phenomena and the former are formless and 
the latter are formed and repetitions associated with the former 
are regular and repetitions associated with the latter are ir- 
regular. That is true because the song of the earth is always 

the same and because all plots are dull and because the number 

of possible forms for the song of the earth is infinite., History 
and axes of creation and what is the difference between formed 
repetition and formless repetition and the answer is that formed 
repetition is generally associated with and characteristic of 
aesthetic form and that formless repetition is generally associated 
with and characteristic of natural form. This does not mean of 
course that regular repetitions are never associated with and 
characteristic of aesthetic form and it does not mean that ir- 
regular repetitions are never associated with and characteristic 
of natural form. French neoclassicism and earthquakes are the 
proof. The question of the relationship of the axes of creation 
to repetition is therefore answered that irregular repetitions are 
generally associated with and characteristic of the human mind as 
it functions in relation to the North-South South-North axis and 
that regular repetitions are generally associated with and character- 
istic of human nature as human nature functions in relation to the
